IS TH ERE MORAL D E ATH I N L I ­ 
CENSED 
Mr. Joeept Cook, who ie one of the 
deepest thinkers end one of the first or­ 
ators of the lend, delivered a lecture be­ 
fore Monona Lake assembly on Thurs­ 
day afternoon, on * ‘Ultimate America.” 
That part of the lecture engaged with the 
possibilities cf the United States. waB 
one of rare interest and power. 
There 
is no estimating the progress this coun­ 
try will make in the next quarter or half 
a century. It can feed and clothe aud 
furnieh a heme iou mere people than now 
live on the eastern continent. 
But it is a question whether Mr. Cook’s 
view of the perils of this country are 
warranted by present indications. He 
seemed to take a gloomy view ct the fu­ 
ture unless certain ref olms were inaug­ 
urated. 
He thought that the faloon 
power would be more formidable than 
was the tlaveccracy; that eome day the 
evils cf the whieky influence would be 
greater than was that of human slavery; 
and that the abolishment of the saloon 
would likely cost quite as much as did 
emancipation. All Ibis may be true, but 
the prediction is surrounded with much 
doubt. 
Mr. Cook is not as radical on the pro­ 
hibition question as some may suppose. 
He takes a common sense view of one 
phase of the question. 
He is an im­ 
provement on the ordinary third party 
man by desiring county option if he can­ 
not get state prohibition. 
But on the 
question of license he is radical and per­ 
sistent. 
He would not vote for high li­ 
cense under any circumstances. 
He 
would rather have free whisky with all 
its 
curie 
and 
power 
than 
have 
saloons 
protected 
by 
law! 
He 
does not seem to get ever tho false no­ 
tion so prevalent among extreme prohib­ 
itionists, that to license or regulate the 
liquor traffic is to defend it, encourage it, 
and believe in it; He does not see any 
difference between restriction and a free 
flow of liquor so far as the evil ii con­ 
cerned. 
He charges that license, no 
matter how high, or restriction and reg­ 
ulation, 
AO matter how practical and 
complete, breed the crime that cannot 
be named, and that they are one and next 
to inseparable. 
This is a false position to take. 
In 
any great reform one step forward is bet­ 
ter than on backward or no step at all. 
If state prohibition is impossible, the11 
county option is the next best thing. If 
neither oan be obtained, then high license 
is better than low license or free whisky. 
A Pennsylvania law which reduces the 
number of saloons in Philadelphia two- 
thirds, is better than free saloons and 
wholesale drunkenness coming there­ 
m in . 
A law, whether it be bish license 
or 
severe 
regulation, is 
infinitely 
better than no law at all. 
It is a blund­ 
er to go backward or to stand still in any 
reform when “Forward” should be the 
battlecry. 
Ic is a blunder not to deal 
with the whisky power in that way whioh 
beat fits th9 conditions that confronts

Dak., said that the water supply of Beadle 
county steadily decreased, until this year 
scarcely enough dew had fallen to wet the 
grass. 
Other delegates were heard, and It 
was late in the afternoon before the session 
closed. 
It is expected to have the full 
committee present soon, the absentees bo­ 
ing Senators Plumb of Kansas, Allison of 
Iowa, and Hiscock of New York. 


L eg itim e W ill N ot A b d icate . 
N e w Y o r k . Aug. 2. —It was said at the 
office of the H aytian consul yesterday that 
the report th at the American minister at 
Port nu-Prince had been requested 
by 
Legitime to visit the camp of the insur­ 
gent chief Hippolyte and arrange terms 
of peace was unfounded. 
Legitime, it is 
said, has made no overtures to Hippolyte, 
and refuses to accept any terms that will 
oblige him to abdicate the President’s 
chair. 
Matters at Port-au-Prince, accord­ 
ing to last reports, are not at a1! alarming. 
The populace is quiet and, in tho main, 
loyal to the causo of Legitime. 
The Atlas 
line steamer Adirondack will sail for Gon- 
aives and the Dutch steamer Prins Fred- 
erik Hendrik for Port-au-Prince to-day. 
All inquiries as to whether they would 
carry any arms and ammunition to the 
opposing factions were fruitless. 


N ew Y o r k, Aug. 2 .—Central and South 
American mail advices up to July 18 are 
received as follows: W arlike preparations 
continuo in Nicaragua. 
Three hundred 
men have been sent to Fort Castillo to 
increase the force a t that im portant point 
on the Costa Rican frontier. 
Tho fort a t 
unanimous 
San Carlos has also been heavily garri­ 
soned. 
Nicaragua has already between 
3,000 and 5,000 men massed at the differ­ 
ent strategic points on the Costa Rica 
frontier. 
Hope is openly expressed that 
prom pt intervention by the United States 
may avert an actual collision and secure a 
peaceable settlement of the questions at 
issue. 
A conference was recently held between 
Henry Hall, representing the Nicaragua 
Coal company, and the national authori­ 
ties, but they came to no satisfactory con­ 
clusion. 
The government, 
however, is 
more than ever determined, as long as the 
Menocal Zelodon or Costa Rica contract, 
which is so obnoxious to the Nicaraguan 
interests, stares them in the face. 
The 
work on tho canal will not be allowed to 
proceed. 
All attem pts to induce the Costa 
Rica government to accept the modifica­ 
tion of the Menocal Zeledon contract, so 
that work may go on under amalgamation 
with the Menocal Cardenas or Nicaragua 
contract, havo thus far proved fruitless.

P a s t a n d P re s e n t M e th o d s—W here a n d 
H ow C a rd in a ls M eet. 
The manner of electing a Pope of the 
Roman church is not an uninteresting sub­ 
ject at the present time, in view of tho 
feeble health of the reigning pontiff, Leo 
X III., and the probable necessity for the 
naming of his successor at no distant day. 
The immediate body or convention which 
chooses the head of the church is called a 
conclave; the building or hall in which 
such convention is held is also designated 
by the same name—conclave. Tho election 
of a Pope must begin ten days after the 
death of the last incumbent. 
It is pro­ 
vided that the election shall neither ho de­ 
layed nor precipitated; that the electors 
should havejno fear for,their personal safety 
and that they must not bo subjected to 
any external persuasion in casting their 
votes. 
Immediately upon the death of a 
Pope one of the secretaries of the sacred 
college notifies each Cardinal of tho Pon­ 
tiff’s demise, and summons them to the 
city in which the Tope breathed his last. 
Tho election must tako place in tho same 
city where tho death occurs. 
Should Leo X III, go to Madrid for an 
asylum, a3 bas been mooted during the 
last few days, and die there, the conclave 
to elect his successor would therefore be 
held in Madrid. 
W ithin the ten days the 
conclave must be constructed in the Vati­ 
can at Rome, or in some other suitable 
building if it be held in another city. 
On 
the tenth [day solemn mass is said, a t the 
conclusion of which the cardinals form in 
procession and march to the conclave. The 
conclave is open to the public during the 
whole of the first day, and friends of the 
electors are permitted to visit them. A t 9 
o’clock th at evening the conclave is closed; 
everybody is turned out except the cardi­ 
nals and their immediate attendants, and 
ho visitors are allowed to enter tho portals 
again until the election of a Pope bas been 
declared. 
The conclave 
is under tho absolute 
charge of two guardians. 
One of these is 
a prelate of high standing, previously 
selected by the sacred college, and Is called 
the governor. 
Tho other is a prominent 
laym an whose official appellation is m ar­ 
shal. 
Each cardinal is allowed to have 
twp members of his resident household in 
p h o n a l attendance upon him. 
A number 
of other attendants and minor officials are 
also there in the common service of tho 
conclave, including a sacrist, a monk or 
friar to hear confessions, two or three bar­ 
b a s, eight or ten porters, and a number of 
messengers. 
But 
one entrance to the 
building is allowed to remain open, and 
th at is in charge of prelate officials. 
They must exercise a strict surveillance 
over everybody going in and out, and pre­ 
vent the entrance of unauthorized persons. 
They must also examine the food brought 
f6r the cardinals, for the purpose of pre­ 
venting outside communication with them 
thfough this channel. 
Three days after 
the commencement of the conclave, if no 
result has been attained, the supply of 
food is restricted.

that the usual parade should be held, 
that Grand Army men 
present from 
Illinois, Indiana, 
Michigan, Missouri and 
the other States presided over by the 
eight commanders should lie organized into 
provisional posts and battalions and be 
given places of honor in the line, and that 
every effort should be put forth to get 
every member of the Grand Army in W is­ 
consin to come to the encampment. 
The 
finance committee reported that the IJrew- 
ing association had subscril>ed $50,OOO to 
the guaranty fund, and that the balance of 
$250,000 could ho raised without difficulty. 
Preparations for tho encampment are 
going forward as if the commanders had 
issued no orders. 
It is admitted th at the 
attendance of organized veterans will he 
limited, hut it is expected that thousands 
will come as individuals and thus makotho 
reunion feature a success.

drow ning of Samuel Dallas, aged 14 years, 
who, w ith three other boys, was playing 
in the w ater on a floating shanty.

C hicago, Aug. 2.—A very large re p re ­ 
sentation of the com m ittee of 25*) a p ­ 
pointed by the M ayor on location for the 
w orld’* fair of 1892 was present a t

m eeting Friday afternoon. M ayor C’regier 
called the m eeting to order, and on motion 
of Mr. S. Corning Judd, he was continued 
as chairm an.

Tho Velocipede of Old and the Useful 
W heel of To-llay. 
In the year 1698 Ozanaro, then a well­ 
known French Inventor, described to the 
French Academy of Science what must be 
considered tho first velocipede. 
It had 
four wheels and tiro pedals, and was in- 
voub-i by a Dr. Richard of La Rochelle, 
in which historic town it wa? for many 
years. 
It July, 1779, Blanchard, who af­ 
terward became noted as a balloonist, in­ 
vented another velocipede, and, later on, 
Niopoe, one of tho inventors of photo­ 
graphy, invented atwo-whco’od velocipede. 
This later machine was of a peculiar con­ 
struction. 
It bad ne pedals, and was pro­ 
pelled bv the feet of the rider, which came 
down to tho ground, and drove tho m a­ 
chine in a series of gigantic strides. 
Threo years after tho 
invention of 
Niepec, Baron von Drais patented what ho 
was pleased to term a “dandy horse.” 
This machine, like its predecessors, wa3 
made of wood, 
but in HIG an English­ 
man making some slight alterations in its 
design, brought out the machine in iron, 
and produced a bicyclo strikingly similar 
to the safoty of to day.

ladies was tho next improvement developed 
in the m anufacture of the machine, and,

For bo k o days past there Lave been 
many rumors afloat concerning the Janes* 
Ville Street Railway Co., many of them 
laving not the least foundation. 
It has 
been known for some time that Mr. 
Clark, the owner of the road, was desir­ 
ous of disposing of the road in order to 
concentrate all his capital in a new en­ 
terprise in the southwest, but that he 
held tao high a price on the road here, 
which precluded our moneyed men from 
talking seriously of organizing a local 
company. 
Several days ago President 
C. W . Hodson, of tbe Business Men’s As­ 
sociation, took hold of the matter, and ie 
now talking with members of the associ­ 
ation in relation to organizing a stock 
company and purchasing the road. Pres­ 
ident Hodson is of the opinion that.if the 
road can be purchased at a reasonable 
figure and tho track and rolling stock in 
creased so as to better accommodate the 
1 people, that it would be a. wise and profit­ 
able investment. 
Several parties are 
willing to take hold of the matter and 
subscribe liberally to the stock. 
They are having difficulty with their 
road over in Racine, the papers there 
poking considerable fan at it. 
A wag 
publishes the following in the Journal, 
and suggests that tbe company adopt the 
same aa a cede of rules: 
Children three days old, 
whether 
brought alone or left at home, will pay 
full fare. 
This rule is made in order to 
assist the parents in training up their 
children iii the way that they should go. 
—on a street car. 
Drivers have positive 
instructions to enforce this rule, and are 
provided 
with—revolvers 
and bowie 
knives for the purpose. 
Citizens desiring to ride will send 
in notice to tbe office two days bt fire 
band, and then be on the crossing at 
least three-quarters of an hour before the 
oar passes, and will signal tbe car three 
blooks off, using a white handkerchief 
at night and red lantern in day time. 
No attention whatever will be paid to 
shouts, whistles, canes, fans, umbrellas 
or gesticulations. 
Parties oatrymg bandies, suoh as canes. 
fans, nmbrelias or an extra pocket full of 
emit or snake medicine will pay full fare 
for such parcels or leave parcel in oar 
and walk to their destination. 
It will be 
observed that this rate will prevent the 
crowding of cars by less than seven pas­ 
sengers. 
Special oars will be provided for col­ 
ored folks (?) provided thirty-one of 
them shall board a car at the same time, 
and agree to board tbe driver for a week 
afterwards. 
Otherwise colored people 
will be obliged to ride with the "bite 
folk8samo as eier. ’ 
New drivers will be instructed to ex­ 
ercise their elocutionary powers on the 
passengers until they part with at least 
one lung and an arm. 
They will assist 
the driver to early learn the city and cit­ 
izens and enable him to get on the police 
force that much sooner. 
It will also give tbe passenger a ohance 
to look glum, answer as few of his ques - 
tioi s as possible, saying n-a-w in a 
“Johnny tough” voice very frequently, 
tho* getting even with the driver who 
has been on long enough to learn that 
the traveling public has no rights which 
be is bound to respect. 
No smoking will be allowed except on 
lop ot tbe cars, and that only in rainy 
weather. 
This will Bave red-headed 
people from the danger of catching on 
fire. 
Citizens smoking on the streets 
will put out their cigars until after the 
street car passes. 
Citizens will provide themselves with 
loud whistles, when driving over tbe 
city, and will nee them on approaching 
the line crossings.

mills of the Merrill Lumber Co. the bebt 
equipped in the state. Senator Lovejoy, 
cf this oily, is largely interested in this 
company, therefore, tbe following, copied 
from the Lumber Trade Journal, pub­ 
lished at Chicago, will interest Gazette 
readers. The logs transformed into lum­ 
ber ty this company are taken ohiefly 
from their own lands: — 
One of the leading lumber cities o 
Wisconsin is Merrill on the Wisconsin 
river, where are to be found eight large 
mills folly capable of doing their share 
in denuding tbe forests of Central North 
Wi80onsiD. and with the product assist 
the wastern farmer to develop the great 
West. That was a trite saying of Hor­ 
ace Greeley, “Go west young man,” bot 
tbe young man never coaid have made a 
success in life without the assistance of 
tbe Michigan and Wisconsin lumberman. 
Merrill has done her share, and is still 
engaged in the work. 
Not selfishly, for 
in the boom located on tbe west side of 
tbe town, are gathered and held fast 
large log supplies, which, as ttu Ajo de 
permit, will be sent farther down the 
river to Wausau and Stevens Point, both 
laboring bard to manufacture enough 
lumber to make up fi.r what Merrill may 
lack. Tbe river at Merrill is an almost 
perfect representation of the capital let­ 
ter S (inverted). 
The boom is at the 
upper end, and just below the dam is the 
mill and yard of tbe Merrill Lumber 
Co., run by three engines, two of 18x18 
and one of 18x20, built at Clinton, Iowa. 
One of these run tbe circular, another 
the gang, and a third handles the edgers, 
trimmers and other machinery of the 
m ill. A battery of seven boilers, 42 
inches by 20 feet, fed by a Garland 
feeder, supplies the steam. 
Tim cir­ 
cular is a Stearns rig throughout, with 
a Hill log turner. Tbe logs era han­ 
dled by a spike cham rn a V conveyor 
trough. 
By the side of the log deck is 
a Rogers “Roeser” opening from 8 to 18 
inches, capable of sliding down 450 logs 
per day.

They 
laugh at it in the North and in the same 
breath say “as” for “that”- “l don’t know 
as I ever heard it here”—and then the 
southerner laughs and both are happy. 
So ingrained arc both expressions, how­ 
ever, that the delinquents are seldom con­ 
scious of the delinquency.
